respective claims before the board. 

John Thain led the fight for fixing 
the route on the Millburn-Hickory rosd 
and was backed up by Supervisor Mar- 
tin of Millburn and Supervisor Webb of 
Waukegan as well as by. Geo. Stephens 
*nd several other prominent citizens. 

In substance: the Millburn folks argu- 
ed: that their territory haB no cement 
road which the farmers can use-in get- 
ting to Waukegan or other southern 
and northern poini; . that their route 
takes care of Druce's lake, Third and 
Fourth*, lakes, etc., and that it forms a 
' link for a cement road running to Grays- 
lake'via-BeTvidere road, so, they argue, 
*eir routy* is but a couple of miles east

Shortly after twelve o'clock, Monday 
telephone mesBage reached here to 
the effect that the'bank at Silverlake 
hadbeen held up by a lone burglar and 
currency" to the amount of eight thous 
and dollars had been taken. Further 
information was to the effect that dur- 
ing the noon .hour, a roughly dressed 
man armed with two revolvers enter 
ed the. bank and forced Cashier W. G. 
Schlect and Assistant Charles Dean into 
the'vault arid ordered them to throw, 
oiit the money; which he appropriated. 
He then attempted to lock them in the 
vault, and'bave done so hod he not fail- 
ed to work the combination. Just' bb a 
customer waa entering the i bank he 
made a haBty exit. The alarm was at 
once given and the telephones were set 
to humming in every direction. Within 
a very short time everyone within a 
radius of many miles knew that the 
Silverlake bank had been robbed and 
were on the lookout for the culprit. 

He was on foot and hod no confeder- 
ate to assist him in making his escape. 
When he left the bank he started run- 
ning down the<road but in a short time 
he took to the fields followed by a party 
of irate, citizens. Sheriff Meyere.was 
called and was on the job in short order, 
and quickly deputized a large number 
to aid in- the capture. Following his 
tracks'they were soon gaining upon him. 
On be ran until he came to the Byron 
Riggs farm house. .. Mrs. Riggs was 
standingoutside, he fired at her and 
ran oh into CoxWell's woods. By this 
time he realized that he was trapped. 
The' pose was closing in on him from 
all sides. Drawing his revolvers he 
again opened fire and this time a s bul- 
let tore through the sweater worn by 
Day Wicks. Closer drew the ring of 
captors and faster came the bullets 
out of the wood. Shoot to kill instruct- 
ed the aherriff, remember he will give 
you no chance. Just then Bert Neal 
caught sight of the man, he aimed for 
the leg and fired, the shot went true 
and the victim fell; and in falling caught^ 
the second bullet from Dean's lifle in 
forehead. Then all was still, and the 
bullets ceased to fly. Advancing they 
found the dead, body lying close to a 
tree. No one was able to identify the 
body and the sheriff ordered it remov- 
ed to Kenosha. 

On the dead man's person was $7,600 
also a" Traveler's Insurance receipt 
made out to Herbert E. Cooley of Mil- 
waukee. ■< There wbb also in his pocket 
papers on which were written the 
names of Charles J. Meyers, <782, 
Fourth street, Milwaukee, and Charles 
Beck, 115 Road street Milwaukee, and 
a badge issued I y the Murphy Pluming 
Co.,: at Fort Sheridan. It bore the 
number of 655 and was the means of 
helping to establUh hiB identification. ; 
The body was on Tuesday identified 
as that of Gottfried Juchilske, a brother 
of Charles Juchllskeof Kenosha. Char- 
lea who has been in America many 
yearB, brought his brother to this coun- 
try from Rushwitz, Russia, about five 
yeara ago, paid his fare, got him a job 
and gave him money. 

Four years ago he had him sent to* 
Waupon prison on a charge of stealing 
a large sum of money from him. Two 
years later Gottfried went back to 
prison again charged; with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

He was employed; by the Murphy 
Plumbing company at Fort Sheridan 
last December, but suddenly disappear- 
edl ■

In looking about the visitor came in 
contact with a jar of cherry syrup, 
slopping some of it on the shelf and 
that was all of the .marks left behind. 
The next place visited was Kettlehut's 
meat market and there the door knob 
was left. sticky from the same band 
that had been in King's cherry syrup. 
After trying the door the visitors raised 
a side window-but apparently changed 
their mind about entering as the snow 
on the window sill was not disturbed.

Dear Sir:— As I promised to be back 
to Antioch the first of this month I conr 
eluded to drop you a few lines to let 
them know that 1 am still on deck, but 
the letter head and the enclosed circular 
will explain what I am up against. To 
be brief will say that 1 ani a martyr 
rheumatism since about the first of Jan- 
uary, and as this place had a great rep- 
utation, made up my mind I would come 
down here and give it a trial. 
.'."Shakopee ig. situated on the Omaha, 
roilroad, about fourty miles south of 
Minneapolis. The sanitarium iB located 
in a large undulating valley, and at 
some remote period was covered with l; 
water as will plainly show in the de- 
posits in the peat beds, "the quantity of 
which is unlimited. I took a stroll 
yesterday where the workmen were 
shoveling the deposit into wagons. I 
was told it required eight loads per day 
to furnish the bath rooms.

Council of the American Ited'Crosa : 
To the American People : 

•The War Council of- the American 
Red Cross appointed by President Wil- 
son on May 10, 1917, to carry on the 
work of the American Ited Cross dur- 
ing the war, at their request and by 
vote of the Central Committee, ceased 
at midnight February 28. 

"Immediately .the armistice was . 
signed the War Council Instituted ' 
studies to determine when the strict- 
ly war work of the organization would 
have been sufficiently matured to en- 
able the direction of affairs to be re- 
muned by the permanent staff. Henry 
P. Davison, being In Paris when the 
'armistice was. signed, summoned a 
conference tiiere of the heads of all 
the Red Cross Commissions in Europe 
to canvass the situation,; After con- 
sidering all the factors it was con- 
cluded to make the transition on 
March L The very fortunate choice 
of Dr. Livingston Farrand as the new 
chairman of the Central Committee, 
and thereby the permanent, chief ex- 
ecutive of the Red Cross, 'makes possl : 
ble the consummation of this plan un- 
der the most favorable conditions. 
Accounts Audited by War Department 

"Detailed .reports to Congress and a 
complete audit of its accounts by the 
War Department will constitute the 
flnnl record of Red Cross activity dur- 
ing the war. .Although it has been 
the rule to make public all expendi- 
tures when authorized and to give de- 
tailed Information relative to all work 
undertaken, the War Council In turn- 
ing over Its responsibilities to Dr. Far- 
rand and his associates desire to give 
a brief resume of Red Cross war time 
activities to the American people, to 
whom the Red Cross belong, and whose 
generous contributions have made pos- 
sible all that has been accomplished. 

"During the .past nearly twenty-one, 
months the ' American people have 
given In cash and supplies to the 
American Red Cross more than $400,- 
000,000. No value can be placed upon 
the contributions' of service which 
have been given without stint and of- 
tentimes at great sacrifice by millions 
of our people. 

"The effort of the American Red 
CroBs in this war has constituted by 
far the largest voluntary gifts of 
money, of hand end heart; ever con- 
tributed purely for the relief of hu- 
man Buffering. Through the Red Crdss 
the heart and spirit of the whole 
American people* have been mobilized 
to take care of our own, to relieve the 
misery incident to the war, and also 
to reveal to the world the supreme 
Ideals of our national life. 

"Everyone who has had any part In 
tills war effort of the Red Cross Is en- 
titled to congratulate himself. No 
thanks from anyone could be equal In 
value to the self satisfaction every- 
one should feel for the. part taken. 
Fully 8,000,000 American women 'have 
exerted themselves in Red Cross serv-; 
ice. 
Has Over 17,000,000 Adult Members'. 

. "When we entered the war the 
American Red Cross had about 500,000 
rpembers. Today, as the result of the 

y 'recent Christmas membership Roll 
Call, there are upwards of 17.000,000 
full paid members outside of the mem- 
bers of the Junior Red Cross, number- 
ing perhaps 0,000,000 school children 
additional.

London, March S.— The negotiations 
nt Spu relating to the shipping ques- 
tlpti have boon temporarily, broken off, 
according to a Gerniuti wireless mes- 
sage received here." 

The allies, the German message 
says, demanded that all the remaining 
merchant ships he handed over uncon- 
ditionally without any obligation to 
supply Germany with foodstuffs. The 
German message continues: 

"The question of handing over the 
mercantile fleet can only arise If ade- 
quate food supplies, say 2.n00.O0p tons 
of foodstuffs, are assured Germany un- 
til the new harvest. The entente would 
not agree to this. 

"As the instructions of both sides 
did hot go beyond this, a French dele- 
gate, proposed that negotiations he 
broken oft*, whereupon the two special 
delegations left Spa." 

Germany Is attempting to win peace 
through a secret alliance with "hy- 
phenated Americans" and pro-German 
Butch and Swiss, the Paris corre- 
spondent of the Pall Mall Gazette de- 
clares on what he says Is "high au- 
thority." The German aids would use 
their Influence to mitigate as far as 
possible the severity of the peace 
terms, according to this plan. Ger- 
many In exchange to give commercial 
privileges of a "substantial kind." 

The exploitation of Russia for thr 
benefit of Germany and a selected 
group of International financial back- 
ers Is said to be an Important part of 
the alieged scheme, on which the bol- 
shevik leaders are declared already to 
have been approached; At the mo- 
ment Switzerland Is said to be the 
main center of the Intrigue. 

Paris. March 8.— Germany has re- 
fused, the proposition for the use of 
her merchant ships by the allies, made 
to her delegates at Spa, the armistice 
commission's headquarters. 

Tlie counter-proposition is made by 
the Germans that they will release the 
, German shipping desired In return for 
7 a definite assurance that enough food 
"will be sent. Into Germany to enable 
'the government to withstand the bol- 
shevik movement.

•men to be discharged. 

American 'troops actually participat- 
ing In engagements against the enemy 
•numbered 1,390.000 men. General 
March announced the figures, showing 
. that 1,100.000 comprised divisional 
"troops and divisional replacements, 
240,000 corps and army troops and 50,- 
000 service of supply troops.

Accompanying the memorandum 
were several hundred excerpts from 
the mall matter. Mr. Lamnr said this 
propnganda was being, conducted with 
"f licit! regularity that Its magnitude 
can be measured by the bold and out- 
spoken statements contained In these 
publications and the efforts made 
therein to inaugurate a nation-wide 
reljm of terror and overthrow the gov- 
ernment." 

Mr. Lnmar said it was significant 
that this was^fhe first time "In the his- 
tory of the so-called radical movement 
In the United Suites that these rad- 
ical elements have, found a common 
cause (bolshevlsm).in which they can 
all unite."

Co-operation Needed. 

Although. hmch Is being accomplish- 
ed In the control und eradication ,of 
destructive animal diseases, the best 
results can be fully realized only 
through closer co-operation between 
the live stock' owner and those '-wIuV 
are In position to give him assistance. 
The stockmen who 'fall to realize the 
necessily of fighting the/ unseen erii£ 
irniles of* live stock by sanitation and 
the .use of modern preventive methods 
•thut science has. provided must bo 
made to see. the' importance and profit 
wjilch will coiae ns u result of chang- 
ing their conditions. A better under- 
standing of feeds und feeding •prac- 
tices will prevent many of the common 
disorders of the digestive and' respira- 
tory tracts which are common among 
all classes of live stock. Losses from 
such . accidents ns horn wounds, 
bruises, wire cuts, harness sores, and 
broken legs,*-- in * most Instances,., are 
properly chargeable to neglect or care^ 
"ipssness. 

." The selection of breeds adapted to 
'tlie climate and local conditions under 
which they ( imist exist,, as well as the 
'selection for the foundation stock, is 
Important In maintaining health. 
Heavy beef and dairy types are. better 
suited to withstand the trying condi- 
tions of cold climates, while the light- 
er,' less fleshy breeds thrive hotter in 
wanner localities. "Mountain types are 
better adapted for hilly grazing lands, 
close-wool ed sheep for cold 1 regions, 
and the open-fleeced breeds for warm- 
er climates. 

In purchasing stock It Is advisablo 
to find out. what attention tho seller 
gives to the health of his animals. 
Consult some of his customers. If he 
Is openly opposed" to the tuberculin 
test, for example,, or objects to tho 
physical examination of horses for 
soundness by a qualified veterinarian,

How tho spreail of live stock :«lfS; fi 
eases. In the United States is largely 
controlled and sources of Infection arc . 
stamped out U* explained by the bu 
renu of animal Industry of the United 
.Stales department of agriculture. An 
proximately 100 employees of tho bu- 
reau, eitgagcd in the work. are. stu- 
tloned at the principal live stock' mar- 
kets of tho country. 

All receipts of cattle, sheep, and 
swine unloaded In daylight, .are "in- 
spected at the time of unloading, while 
all those yarded ut night are inspected 
eurly {n the morning, before any trad- 
ing takes place. Outgoing shipments 
are relnspecteil before loiidlng, and 
holdovers ure relnspecte^ in the yards 
each day until disposed of. . 

The principal diseases, for which" in- 
spections are made are foot-and-mouth 
dlseuse. unlhrax, scabies of cattle 'and 
sheep, cattle fever, and hog cholera. 
If any symptoms of these or other 
communicable diseases arc detected, 
all 'affected or exposed animals are 
segregated and treated, or otherwise 
handled In accordance with depart- 
ment regulations. 

Oillclals of the state in which the 
shipment originated are Immediately 
notified, as well as department field 
forces In that territory, and every ef- 
fort Is niVic to truce the origin of .(lie 
Infection.

Although. much Is being accomplish- 
ed In the control and eradication i ,of 
destructive animal diseases, the .-.best 
results can he fully realized only 
through closer co-operation, between 
the live stock' owner and those who 
are lu position to give him assistance. 
The stockmen who fall to realize, the 
necessity of fighting the/ unseen eue- 
tinles of" live stock by sanitation and 
the use' of modern preventive methods 
that science has provided must be 
made to see the Importance and profit 
wjtlch will come ns a result of chang- 
ing their conditions. A better under- 
standing of feeds and feeding prac- 
tices will prevent many of the common 
disorders of the digestive and' respira- 
tory tracts which are common among 
,al! classes of live stock. Losses from 
such accidents as horn wounds, 
bruises, wire cuts, harness sores, and 
broken legs, In most Instances, are 
properly chargeable to neglect or cure- 
.lessness. 

The selection of breeds adapted to 
the climate and local conditions under 
which they nutst exist,- as well as the 
'selection for tho foundation stock. Is 
Important In maintaining henlth. 
Heavy beef nnd dairy types are.better 
suited to withstand the trying condi- 
tions of cold climates, while the light- 
er, less fleshy breeds thrive better In 
wanner localities. Mountain types are 
better adapted for hilly grazing hinds, 
close-wobled sheep for cold regions, 
and the open-fleeced breeds for warm- 
er climates. 

In purchasing stock It is advisable 
to find out. what attention the seller 
gives to the health of his anlmuls. 
Consult some of his customers. . If he 
Is openly opposed to the tuberculin 
test, for example,, or objects to tho 
physical examination of horses for 
soundness by a qualified veterinarian, 
it mny bo for purely selfish motives. 
' As soon as animals are suspected 
of being affected with disease, especi- 
ally. If It la thought to be n communi- 
cable disease, they should be separated 
from healthy animals arid be held in 
quarantine, until this condition has 
been determined and remedied. 

The proper handling of animals has 
an Important, bearing upon maintain- 
ing their .health and resistance to dis- 
eases. .Ob^d equipment and high-grade 
stock are not enough*; The animals 
should bo handled by an attendant who 
has certain natural qualifications for 
h la work. V •

How the spread of live stock dis- , 
eases In tho United States Is largely 
rontrolled and sources of Infection urc 
stamped out Is explained by the bu- 
reau of animal ladlistry of.tjie United 
Stares department of agriculture. Ap- 
proximately 1110 employees of tho bu- 
reau, engaged In the wort;, are sta- 
tioned at the principal live stock mar- 
kets of the country. 

All receipts of cattle, sheep, and . 
swine unloaded In daylight .are In- 
spected at the time of unloading, while 
all those yarded ut night are Inspected 
early In the morning, before any trad- 
ing tnkes place. Outgoing shipments 
are relnspeeted before loading, and 
holdovers are relnspectcjl in the yards 
each day until disposed of.* . 

The principal diseases for which" in- 
spections are made are foot-and-mouth. 
dlRouse. anthrax, scabies of cattle and 
sheep, cattle fever, and hog cholera. 
If any symptoms of tjiese or other 
communicable, diseases are detected, 
all affected or exposed animals are • 
segregated and treated, or .otherwise 
'handled In ncenrdnnce witfi depart- 
ment regulations. 

Olllclals of the state In which the 
shipment originated are Immediately' 
notified, as well as department .field 
forces In that territory, and every ef- 
fort Is made to trace the origin of tlity 
; infection. In this .way centers of In- 
fection are located in. most cases, and^ 
the spread of the disease to other" 
premises and herds Is usually prevent- 
ed by the prompt application of appro?', 
prlatp snnltary measurer.

Centuries-Old Images Found. 

Investigations by the Mexican gov- 
ernment to find out who built the 
great pyramids at San Juan Teotl- 
huaenn, 27 miles from Mexico City, 
have brought to light two great gran- 
ite heads of the ancient Mexican god 
of Hie air, Quetzalcoatl. 

These' heads are • almost perfect 
specimens, bearing all the symbolic 
markings. 

The long-disputed point as to who 
erected the pyramids Is, as yet, un- 
solved. These huge mounds, one to 
the sun and the other to .the moon, 
the former being 701 by 721 feot nt 
the base and* 210 feet high, are gen- 
erally, attributed' to a tribe that pre- 
ceded the To! tecs,- probably dating 
from about the sixth century.
